MOVE IN SENATE 
BY LA FOLLETTE 


‘Powerful Factors in Re- 
publican Party” Plan- 
ning to ‘‘Draft” Coolidge 
He Declares.

| WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—A Sen- 
ate declaration against more than 
|two terms for a President was 
asked for today by Senator La Fol- 
lette (Rep.), Wisconsin, with the 
| Statement that “powerful factors 
in the Republican party” were pre- 
paring to “draft” President Cool- 
idge for another term. 

The move was countered with an 
attempt by Senator Bingham 
(Rep.), Connecticut, one of the ad- 
| ministration group, to refer the La 
Follette proposal to a committee. 

La Follette replied that to com- 
mit his resolution, commending 
| President Coolidge for observance 
of the anti-third term precedent 
and declaring the Senate to be op- 
posed to more than two terms, was 
“like sending it to the chloroform 
room.”’ 

The resolution reads: “That it is 
the sense of the Senate that the 


| 


ton and other Presidents. of the 
United States in retiring from the 
presidential office after their sec- 
ond term has become, by universal 
concurrence, a part of our repub- 
lican system of government, and 
that any departure from this time- 
honored custom would be unwise, 
unpatriotic and fraught with peril 
to our free institutions. 

“That the Senate commends ob- 
servance of this precedent by the 
President.”’ 

La Follette took up specifically 
the statement made by President 
Coolidge to the tepublican Na- 
tional Committee as to his own 
availability for nomination this 
year.

“By not using conclusive lang- 
he has opened the door to 
those who would draft him for an- 
other term,” he said. “Powerful

Senator Gillett (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, said the resolution would 
not prevent President Coolidge 
from running again, since he had 
not filled two full terms. He ob- 
jected to the clause commending 
“observance of this precedent by 
the President.” 

Second “Elective’ Term. 

“ I believe that the nomination 
and re-election of the President 
would not be a violation of the 
third-term precedent,” he said. 

Senator Heflin (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, got the floor and said he 
knew there were Republicans who 
“wish to keep the President in 
waiting in case of a deadlock at 
the convention.” 

The Alabaman renewed his at- 
tack on “metropolitan papers’ and 
of Gov. Smith’s ‘candidacy. Smith 
would not get a delegate “from a 
single Southern State,” he declared. 

The resolution gained the full 
right of way when the Senate found 
it had no officially stated unfin- 
ished business before it. 

The debate brought out a decla- 
ration by Senator Borah of Idaho 
that he believed the best way to 
settle the issue would be with a 
constitutional amendment limiting 
the term of President to six 
seven years. 


“T have always felt,” he said, 
“that it is perfectly safe to leave 
this to the judgment of the people. 
There are exigencies which might 
justify a third term. I am not so 
sure but I would have voted for a 
third term for Abraham Lincoln if 
his second election had been for a 
third term instead of second.” 

Senator Fess (Rep.), Ohio, ar- 
Sued that the resolution, if adopt- 
ed, would have the force of law 
with the public and Bingham de- 
clared it would make it “impossi- 
ble or difficult” for the Republi- 
cans to re-elect Coolidge either 
now Or in 1932. 


Arguing for the reolution, Sena- 
tor Norris of Nebraska denied that 
it could be attributed asa gesture 
toward the President because he 
had withdrawn from the race, and 
Senator Bruce (Dem.), Maryland, 
took the same view, although the 
latter did not prefer the reference 
}in the resolution to the President. 

Senator Watson (Rep.), Indiana, 
wanted to know what the resolu- 
tion meant by reference to two 
terms, The Wisconsin Senator re- 
plied that he took the view of 
President Roosevelt, that it ‘“‘was 
the spirit and~not the letter of the 
law which counts.

Churches in the United States did 
not add any converts. Another 500 
added only one each and 600 re- 
ported only two each. Of 8265 
Baptist Churches, 3474 obtained no 
converts and of the 16,581 Metho- 
dist Churches, 4651 had none. 
A total, therefore, of 11,394 
churches out of 34,575 in these 
three denominations won no con- 
verts. Although reports for other 
denominaticns were not availawi-, 
officials of the league said they 
would not show a better general 
average. 
Various reasons for the falling 
off in converts were given, . J. 
Campbell White, general secretary 
of the league, who presided, said 
church members had reached a 
point in working for foreign mie- 
sions beyond which they should not 
go until they had done more effec- 
tive missionary work in their own 
communities.

two years, 

Further evidence of the disin- 
clination of the United States to 
mingle its Pan-American relations 
with inter-American politics was 
seen when Ambassador Henry P. 
Fletcher informed the Committee 
on Economic Problems that his 
Government would accept no pro- 
vision for arbitration of disputes 
arising between American nations 
on questions of quarantine restric- 
tions on animal or agricultural im- 
ports. 

No difficulty followed Fletcher's 
statement, occasioned by the in- 
troduction of a report on the 
problem of unification of specifi- 
cations presentea by Colon Eloy 
of Ecuador, who submjtted amend- 
ments to conclustons reached at 
the first and second Pan-Amer- 
ican standardization conferences. 

Alfaro’s amendment called for 
establishment of an American per- 
manent commission with headquar- 
ters in Panama to study animal 
and agricultural inspection regu- 
lations. 

A proposal for the submission 
of differences to arbitration or the 
Executive Council of the American 
Inter-High Commission brought 
an objection from Fletcher, who 
explained the United States would 
not agree to compulsory arbitra- 
tion and asked that the clause es- 
tablishing arbitration be struck 
form the amendment. Alfaro 
promised to limit the functions of 
his commission to investigation of 
disputes. No action was taken and 
the amendment was ordered held 
over until the next meeting. 

Aviation Agreement. 

The international commercial 
aviation convention was wunani- 
mously adopted today by the Con- 
ference Committee on Communi- 
cations. This is the first step in 
intra-American commercial air 
traffic. 

Objections were raised by Wn- 
rique Olaya of Colombia to the 
provision: “Nothing contained in 
this convention shall affect the 
righgts and obligations established 
by existing treaties.” 

He asserted that this provision 
was not definite enough in guar- 
anteeing free passage of commer- 
cial aviation over areas which 
might be restricted by mutual 
agreements.

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cific Officers Found 
Guilty of Civil Contempt. 


By the Associated Press. 

HOUSTON, Tex., Feb. 7.—Crimi- 
nal contempt proceedings against 
four officers of the Southern Paci- 
fic line in Louisiana and Texas for 
violating the court’s injunction re- 


straining them from interfering 
with operation of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Clerks was recommend- 
ed in an opinion given here today 
by Federal Judge Hutcheson. 
The officers of the railroad, who 
several days ago were found guilty 
of contempt of court in a civil ac- 
tion, are H. M. Lull, executive vice 
president of the Southern Pacific 
lines in Louisiana and Texas; G. S. 
} Waid, general manager; J. G. 
Torian, assistant to Waid; and W. 
R, Mann, superintendent of the 
El Paso division. They face sen- 
tence in this case next Friday. 
The Court indicated that the 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks 
should be restored as the official 
labor body of the company’s cleri- 
cal employes and that its company 
union, the Association of Clerical 
Employes, should be dissolved. 
Lull and hig three associates are 
alleged to have violated the third 
paragraph of section 152 of the 
railway labor act, the purpose of. 
which ostensibly was to eliminate | 
strikes. 
The case was heard last June. | 
In August an injunction was is- 
sued restraining the railroad offi- | 
cers from interfering, influencing | 
or coercing the brotherhood in 
operation of its union. Contempt 
proceedings were instituted several! | 
weeks ago and the defendants 
were found guilty. | 
In his opinion Judge Hutcheson. 
indicated the railroad officers not 
only had rejected the good offices 
of the Federal Mediation Board, 
but apparently had defied it. 
“It.is abundantly clear,” the 
opinion said, “* * that the matters 
here involved should be referred 
to the proper law officers of the 
Government for them to determine 
whether a proceeding for criminal 
contempt of court in the name of 
the United States should be be- 
gun.” 
“While it is hard to believe that 
a railroad and its officials would ; 
deliberately seek to set at naught 
both the legislative and judicia) 
power of the United States,” the 
Judge said, “it is more difficult to 
avoid the conclusion that the ¢tou- 
lation of the statute and of t.1¢ in- 
junction . . . was the result 
of a strong and settled purpose to 
defy both.” 
“That spirit of heady violence to 
obtain its end which has so often 
exhibited itself in these lfbor dis- 
putes, in the conduct of employes 
when the injunction was the other | 
way, is not absent here. 
“The evidence of activity in vio- | 
lation of the statute and of the in- 
junction are numerous, 
cogent and powerful. 
“Not only did the railroad com- 
pany, with a sheer and gratiuitous 
wantonness of spirit, reject the of- 
fices of the board of mediation, be- 
fore whom at the time of the filing 
of this suit a wage dispute initiated 
by the brotherood was pending, but 
almost before the ink was dry up- 
on the order of injunction proceed- 
ed to nullify it by recognizing as 
truly representative the association. 
Clerical Employes. 
“By striking at the heads of the 
brotherhood and of those who were 
active in it by depriving them of 
their positions and power, it set it- 
self about, with a callous indiffer- 
ence to the spirit as well as the let- 
ter of the statute and the order, the 
task of not only more firmly seat- 
ing the association of clerical em- 
ployes, but of crushing any effort 
on the part of other employes to 
secure other representation, if 
they so desired. 
“In short, upon a foundation laid 
in direct ‘violation of the statute, 
they have sought to erect a super- 
structure of exclusive representa- 
tion. . . . They have’ gone 
about to arrange it so that the raifl- 
road would be in a position of sure- 
ly having a vote on both sides of 
the table, its own side and that 
of its employes.”’

PLAYERS’ GUILD IN 


AN ANCIENT COMEDY 


Goldoni’s Play, “‘A Curious 
Mishap” Interesting as a 
Museum Pieéce. 


For its third production of the 
season, the Players’ Guild select- 
ed an Eighteenth Century comedy 
by Carlo Goldoni and, in the first 
performance last night at the 
Artists’ Guild Theater, made a val- 
iant attempt to revitalize it. To 
this end were introduced fresh and 
fetching costumes, stage settings 
exceedingly tasteful and pictorial, 
and direction that hurried the 
piece along at an interesting 
tempo. But, unless one is fond of 
museum pieces or interested in 
the archaeology of the theater, 
“A Curious Mishap” is rather in- 
sipid fare. 

Goldoni, an itinerant Italian, 
held rank rang the comic dram- 
atists of his day, chiefly because 
he rescued Italian comedy from 
the crude buffooneries to which 
it had descended.

Key ‘to City — Visits 
Haitian President. 


WILL CONTINUE TO 
HAVANA TOMORROW 


Flyer Idles in Air at 6000- 
Foot Altitude to Arrive 
From Santo Domingo at 


Scheduled Time. 


By the Associated Press. 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti, Feb. 
7.—The key to the city of Port-au- 
Prince was added to Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh’s large collection to- 
day. It was presented him when 
he made an_ official call on: the 
Communal Commission, after he 
had paid his respects to President 
Borno at the palace. 

The Colonel this morning re- 

freshed himself with a swim in the 
mountain water of the pool that ad- 
joins the green and white two-story 
bungalow, placed at his disposal. 
A review of gendarmerie at the 
Champ de Mars and a reception at 
the palace were on the program for 
the afternoon. In the evening will 
be a_ reception to the American 
colony and numerous distinguished 
Haitians. 

Leaves for Havana Tomorrow. 

On Lindbergh’s trip to Havana 
tomorrow it is believed he will fly 
over Guantanamo, where most of 
the ships of Rear Admiral Robert- 
son’s scouting fleet are stationed. 

A small extremist faction at- 
tempted in a minor way to create 
an embarrassing situation, but the 
attempt thus far has been confined 
to posting small stickers, bearing 
the words, “Viva Sandino,” on 
Palm trees and electric light poles 
in the neighborhood of the Champ 
de Mars. 

Both Ernest Chauvet, editor ef 
Nouvelliste, and Charles Moravia, 
editor of Le Temps, whose columns 
urged Haitians, but without suc- 
cess, to ignore Lindbergh's visit, de- 
clined to use the seats reserved for 
them in the press stand yesterday. 
Their papers failed to appear. 

The peasants acclaimed Lind- 
bergh as “gros chef.” In creole 
voices they cried, “‘Vive, bon papa,” 
in hailing the American who 
passed among them smiling and 
extended to him their natural hos- 
pitality. 

Saw First Plane in 1920. 

Eight years ago in the hills of 
Haiti, the peasants, who had once 
been Negro slaves, saw their first 
airplane. It was an American 
Marine plane scouting for bandits. 
Word was spread by conch horns 
and voodoo drums of the magic 
flight of a “giant white bat.” The 
bandits later timorously attacked 
an abandoned plane, slashing its 
wings to kill the “bird.” 

A half an hour before the time 
scheduled for its arrival, the peas- 
ants saw the “Spirit of St. Louis,” 
to them “‘the great silver eagle,” 
appear. It was 3000 feet above 
the 3000-foot barrier of the moun- 
tains. 

Realizing that he was ahead of 
time, Lindbergh disappeared. He 
flew over old bandit strongholds 
and in the distance saw a range of 
mountains lost in the haze which 
rose from the celebrated Wind- 
ward Passage. Three miles off 
shore he saw the battléship Wy- 
oming and Utah.

There was something untidy | 
about last night’s boxing show at 
the New Coliseum. After witness- 
ing the program, which served to 


reintroduce the professional game | 
as a legalized sport, the spectators | 
voiced extreme dissatisfaction with 
the main event in which Chuck 
Wiggins was awarded a technical 
knockout over Tom Pivac after 
four rounds. 

Two other bouts failed to meet 
the expectations of those who 
hoped to witness evenly contested | 
matches. Jn one case, Morrie 
Greenberg was disqualified for 
“holding and refusing to box” in 
his bout with Walter Roland, and 
in the semifinal, Sailor Maley, fat 
and very tired, was a mere punch- 
ing bag for Jimmy Mahoney in 
spite of the fact that Maley out- 
weighed Mahoney, 185 pounds to 
169. 

Thus, three of the chief attrac- 
tions failed to measure up to ex- 
pectations. The show was over 
at 10:30. The attendance at this, 
the first professional ring show in 
St. Louis in 18 months, was about 
5000. 

In the case of Wiggins and Pivac, 
the bout was a smashing, even af- 
fair for three rounds, Wiggins hav- 
ing an edge. But, late in the third 
and again the fourth, the veteran 
hammered all the fight out of 
younger and lighter foe, cutting Aim 
under the left eye and battering 
his ribs and stomach. Pivac was 
on the floor as the bell sounded, 
concluding the fourth round, and 
when the gong rang for the start 
of the fifth he was unable to come 
out of his corner. 

Razzberries for Wiggins. 

Here Wiggins won the hearty 
disapproval of the crowd by rush- 
ing toward Pivac’s corner, jostling 
Referee Sharpe and demanding 
that Pivac be brought out. Sharpe | 
waved Wiggins back to his corner, 
asked Pivac if he could continue, 
and upon receiving a reply in the 
negative, called to Wiggins and 
held his hand in the air in token 
of victory. Chuck then crawled 
out of the ropes, accompanied by 
a chorus of razzberries and boohs, 

Although he obviously outclassed 
Pivac by his skillful boxing from 
the very start, Wiggins almost im- 
mediately incurred the dislike of 
the crowd by repeatedly hitting 
low. His first two or three infrac- 
tions were disregarded by Pivac 
and Referee Sharpe, both consid- 
ering them accidental and harm- 
less. Again, in the second round, 
Wiggins hit low and Pivac ap- 
pealed to Sharpe. The referce or- 
dered the men to continue without 
interruption but at the conclusion 
of the round he went to Wiggins’ 
corner and warned him that a 
repetition would bring disqualifca- 
tion, 

In the very first minute of the 
third round, Wiggins slammed a 
hard left into Pivac’s groin and 
Sharpe stopped the bout. After 
admonishing Wiggins in a most 
vigorous manner, the referee per- 
mitted the bout to go on. Pivac, 
in his corner, apparently wanted 
no more of it, although he did not 
request an examination or claim 
to be injured. 

Pivac Is Given Lesson. 


Perhaps these repeated low 
blows, all delivered with consid- 
erable force, did no immediate 
damage, but they probably had a 
bearing on the early termination of 
the bout, for Pivac instinctively 
lowered his guard and thus opened 
the avenue to his head and jaw 
where Wiggins promptly played a 
tattoo. 

From Wiggins’ standpoint, it 
was a poor match. In smashing 
up a leading local boxer he was 
sure to gain the disfavor of the 
crowd, but Pivac’s swings to the 
head had just enough dynamite in 
them to make the veteran realize 
that he could not afford to carry 
the boy along. He started out to 
box Tom, and did give the young- 
ster a snappy lesson in versatility. 
even growing so bold as to shift 
his lead, coming forward with his 
right hand exten@ed, just for a bit 
of fun. But Pivac is a stern fel- 
low of Croatian stock. He frowned 
ominously at Wiggins and he 
socked Chuck with all his heft 
right on the jaw. And then he re- 
peated the dose and the crowd 
yelled for more. That’s when 
Wiggins went to work, getting in 
close and piling punches into Tom's 
body. Some went low and Tom 
winced, But the crowd wanted ac-

Negotiations for a merger of the (( 
American Trust Co. and the Frank- 
‘lin Bank, which, as has been told, 
| have been under way for several 
weeks, have reached the point 
where heads of the two institutions 
conferred with State Finance Com- 
missioner Cantley at Jefferson City 
vesterday, seeking approval of 
their plans.

and nearly $30,000,000 of deposits,

T isn’t always easy to sce the
